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About Jan 1 1SG4 I went from Ports-
mouth

to Winchester where I hopd to
hear from my friends in Virginia Armed
with a letter of recommendation from Chan-
cellor

L C P Cowper then Lieutenant
Governor of Restored Virginia I started
for Winchester by the way of Harpers
Ferry and on arriving at Stephens De
pot within five miles of Winchester I pre-

sented

the Lieutenant Governors letter to
Col Stephenson commanding the post
was well received and was given
pori to wincnester

I may add that Col Stephenson inquired
about his brother who resided in Staunton
asking his position etc 1 was glad to be
able to inform him in regard to his brother
having made his acquaintance while in
Staunton Ho was a Magistrate and
owned property in Staunton went with
the Confederates it is understood but took
no active part in the war

BACK TO WINCHESTER
The same day I proceeded to Winchester

five mile3 away in company with some

Scejje in after Burning Richmond
half dozen It being rather a risky
ride the driver and two soldiers kept a
sharp lookout from the front of the largo
omnibus in which we traveled while tho
officers kept their arms in readiness in
case of a possible attack by Confederate
prowlers Some suspicious cavalry was
seen in tho distance but there was no
attack

Upon reaching Winchester I reported to
Col Duryea Provost Marshal who treated
me with alljcourtesy arid offered me every
facility for aomplishing Jheffbject of my
risit Strango tosay theColonel in¬

formed me that I was just in time to witness
the departure of Gen Philip Sheridan and
his troops who were going to join Gen
Grant at Petersburg and they wouldleave
on the following morning Having a pass
from the Provost Marshal I went the fol ¬

lowing morning above the town on a great
plateau and witnessed the assembling
and departure of Sheridan and his 10000
cavalry a gorgeous and imposing military
display the grandest perhaps that I had
seen during the war

I stopped at the Union Hotel and that
day called to see a family named Arnold
having mot Miss Laura Arnold in Staun-
ton

When I knocked at the door I dis-
tinctly

heard some ono running rapidly
from the room An old lady Mrs Ar-
nold

opened the door for me when I
asked for Miss Laura Is Laura in she
asked of some one in the room then What
is your name sir when Laura rushed in
having recognized my voice and deliber-
ately

what a predicament for a young good
looking widower Her mother said O
Laura when Laura explained that I had
been a good friend to her in Staunton and
gavo her some advice when she
was visiting friends in that town in the
Spring of 04

I could get no information from friends
in the Valley Winchester friends I
gave them later news than they had and
after bidding them adieu I waited upon
Provost Marshal Duryea of the Zouaves
and then departed for Portsmouth where
I was offered the place of Storekeeper in the
Commissary Department until the sur¬

render of Lee
THE SUFFOLK CAMPAIGN

In the latter part of 04 our post was
threatened by Gen Longstreet with 18000
or 20000 soldiers He advanced to the
town of Suffolk Nansemond County near
which town I was born then threw out
skirmishers towards our front We had
then about 15000 men of all arms Gen
Rolert Viele commanding

The fortifications being very strong no
apprehension was felt Tho fortifications
in half moon shape extended from tho
Navy yard wall to just tho Naval
Hospital completely inclosing the town of
Portsmouth News came that the Con ¬

federates wero advancing their lines be
yond Suffolk 17 miles away In our direc
tion reinforcements wcro telegraphed for
from Fort Monroe Gen Butler rapidly
forwarded 5000 negro troops to our aid
Tho negroes had been drilled splendidly
and they soon arrived in barges and other
vessels towed by steamers They rapidly
disembarked at tho docks near our Com ¬

missary storehouso the Seaboard Depot
buildings then formed and with drums
beating bands playing and banners
streaming they marched through the
town to the fortifications and singing in
periecuy tremendous tones the then popu
lar song of Uauylon Has Fallen tho
negroes shouting till tho wool on their
heads fairly uncurled and straightoned
out Iiko that of the white trash

The loyal whites shouted till tho houses
shook as the negroes marched through the
town lino negroes had now uniforms
and wero well armed and marched like old
veterans Next came the Refugee Regi ¬

ment from Norfolk marching as if they
meant business and now had a chance to
get even with tho Scccsh

Tho negroes had an ugly ominous look
too and I opine tliat it would havo been
Iiongstreets last fight liad ho struck the
irons ot out fortifications that day My
blood was up I confess That was twice
ine Confederates had struck at tho flag
nuu a alter passing through tho

icbmojM

lines I walked about between the store-
house

¬

and the fortifications as calm as a
Summers morn and I even laughed at the
very idea of the possible capture of my
own cousin Capt John Clarke Quarter
master of the 24th N C

This regiment had been commanded by
vui iimuicK who naa marrieu my own
cousin Texanna Clarke and sister of Capt
John Lieut Riddick had craduated at
West Point some half dozen years before
tho war and went with the Confederates
who mado him a Colonel as mentioned
above He was killed I believe at the
battle of the Wilderness or near by a
shell exploding in front of his horse tore
him and his horse to atoms not oven any
remains being found Wo forwarded or
assisted in having it done his servant and
remaining horse to Raleigh N C where
his widow resided

Longstreet doubtless hearing of our
strong position and reinforcements rap-
idly

ing up all tho bacon and apple brandy in

Soon after these events Leo surrendered
at Appomattox to Gen Grant Wo re-

Monroe then to Portsmouth coming out
at the wharf some 20 or 30 feet in the rear
of our storehouse

GEN B F BUTLER
Now a wordaboutGen-J5-- F Butler

He was a man Of the times the right man
in the right place He was fair with those
who were fair with him and he was prop-
erly

¬

generous as I will Bhow After he
occupied Portsmouth he ordered that
rations should be distributed to the poor
of the town black and white and actually
supplied the families of those whose hus-
bands

¬

and brothers were in the Confederate
army When I reached Portsmouth this
order was In full force and I with my own
hands served out rations to families whoso
husbands were in the Confederate army
Surely a bad man would not have done
such an act It would not do however
to project with tho General or try to de
ceive him

When I was in New York I wrote to Gen
Butler at Fort Monroo in tho interest of ono
Sam Cohen of Richmond who had been
captured near the York River with block ¬

ade goods He was about to have Sam
shot when Miss Caroline Pike of Bait
more wrote asking me to intercede for
Sam she being a friend of his Miss
Caroline also testified for Sam before
Gen Butler at Fort Monroe hence my
letter to Gen Butler

Some weeks or so after Sam put his
hand on my shoulder in the offico of
Frenchs Hotel in New York Sam
who knew me well was profuso in his
thanks for my efforts in his behalf and
wo went to see his friend Meyers who
kept a large cloak establishment on Broad
way Wo also went to a Masonic lodge in
Brooklyn near Brooklyn Hights and I
met Sam in Richmond after tho war I
havo no doubt but that I assisted much
in saving Sam from tho wrath of Gen
Butler

I remember how we draped the
Government buildings in sable after tho
assassination of the good President Lin
coln Soon after these events I proceeded
to Richmond Two boats wero running
Our boat ran aground slightly while cross
ing the flats on the James and we won the
race too Wo wero racing at tho time
ine obstructions naa Been partially re
moved at Drewrys Bluff and we passed
through slowly and at Rockets Wharf
shook hands with many old friends on tho
dock

I called at the jewelry storo of my old
friend Hamet Pierce As he shook my
hand he said Well it has ended just as
you always said it would And it had
indeed My friend Mr William Taylor
walked towards me and wo met in tho
middle of the street and grasped hands
Mr Taylor was a charming gentleman
and a sound Union man and I heard with
pleasure a short time ago that ho had been
recently elected Mayor of Richmond He
will do honor to tho city

After hearing all about tho capture of
the city the groat fire etc I left on tho
cats for Staunton where soon I took my
son Charlio in my arms and ho said I
know its my papa he has big whiskers
in answer to my Inquiry if he know me
Hj is now living in Baltimore Md hap-
pily

married and has four children who
all love their grandpapa a wholo heap

Soon after being invited by Superin
tendent Tukey to act as Commissioner of
the Freedman s Bureau just established at
Staunton I accepted and I was also ap
pointed clerk to the Bureau as thero was
no salary attached to tho Coramissioner- -
falnp Gov Pierpont on application also
gave me a commission as notary public
I did not remain in tho Bureau long there
being too much Copperheadism connected
with its operations both in Washington
and Staunton I romember ordering a
Union man named Taylor who had been
in tho Federal army and badly wounded
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being charged with assaulting one Lynn
an editor of the town We had no troops
then but I swore by Jupiter Jove and Mars
that the Acting Mayor Koyser must
produce him Mayor Trout having skipped
or swam out of the way

Taylor was produced in an hour at tho
Mayors offico and I appeared by consent
of tho Acting Mayor as his attorney and
both ho and tho editor gave bond of 150 to
keep the peace

I also remember that Maj Harmon
Stonewall Jacksons Commissary appear-
ed

¬

at tho office charged by a freedman with
refusing to pay him for labor done and
driving him off his farm near Staunton
when ho asked for payment Harmon put
on airs and got saucy when ho came in
with an editor of the town but was taken
down speedily and I believe paid up Tho
Major was a dead cock in the pit those
times

I further remombcr that a merchant
being summoned to answer a claim pre-
ferred

by a friend and brother refused to
appear and when notified that tho case
would go against him by default if he did
not appear ho still remained away and
wo decided that ho owed the colored gem
man honestly 17 good dollars which
amount he paid promptly on my presenting
the bill and announcing the decision of tho
court but uttered not a word sigh or
groan during the payment I was amused
and wanted to ask him if ho had been
struck dumb by the action of tho august
court or if he was too full for utterance
which latter condition might have leen
the reason as whisky was then awfully
cheap

Resigning from the Bureau in tho Fall of

CO I determined to visit my old friond and
guide throuch tho mountains Mr Tamps
Todd Uncle Jimmy and taking my
little son Charlio witli me with rod and gun
went with Mr Went of Staunton snmn
seven miles to the house of another Union
man and friend Maj Anderson and from
thence the next morning to tho famous

Whito Oak Lick the home of Mr Trvlh
my son Charlio riding with Mr Anderson
while I rodo another horse Wo went on
horseback in order that wo might make
short cuts

Unon reaching Stribhlinir Rnrinn a ia
miles from Staunton wo took a mountainpath directly over tho Springs Mountain
thence to its foot crossincr tho nrr ttv lifflo
North River then un the irentlest little
valley in that vicinity wo entered after aneight mile ride a romantic gap and passed
into the little settlement of Whito Oak
Lick consisting of only four families
Roberts and Undo Jimmy tho othnr two
names not remembered

Resting in tho shadow of tlio m ont V tii
Mountain with Bald Mountain towering
mi auuiuuibiuiuuimni OeiOTOUS WastllC
home of the famous Union man hunterscout and guide Uncle Jimmy Tood who
approached us as we dismounted grasped
our hands and with honest nativo grace
welcomed us to White Oak Lick ho andthe female portion of the family ill Hnilv
kissing my little boy and generally wel-
coming

him Maj Anderson and he were
old and true friends The Major soon re-
turned

home as it was a dark forest mnotnf
the way and it was then lato in tho after-
noon

Andthero wasthegentleMartha who
supplied our wants and bade us God
speed near the house when wo wero going

picturesquo ana artistic attituuo andfought well

I pounded his head into a jelly and then
placed him upon a rock coiled near the
roadside returning in an hour or so I saw
two men with sticks fighting that samo

upon her horse interestedly looking on I
told them my story and tiioy said similar
incidents had occurred in their own ex-
